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Find ‘treasure within,’ educators urged 


1,300 catechists

ALCALA PARK — Some _ 1,300 
catechists attended the Catechetical 
Institute held Sept. 26 at the University 
of San Diego. 

Talks focused on the theme, ‘‘The 
Treasure Within.’’ 

Keynote speaker Sister Fran Ferder, 
FSPA, urged religious educators to 
discover the treasure within themselves in 
order to help their students discover their 
own self-gifts. 

Sister Ferder heads a counseling service 
for priests, Religious and lay church 
professionals in the Archdiocese of Seattle 
and is a staff member of the Institute for 
Theological Studies at Seattle University. 

She cited the parable of the treasure 
and of the pearl in St. Matthew’s Gospel, 
which narrates how people sold 
everything in order to purchase these 
treasures. 

“‘What is that treasure, that pearl?’’ 
she asked. Catechetics is based on the 
belief that each person is a field, earth 
tinged with divine breath as described in 


the Genesis creation story. ‘‘Religious — 


educators are invited to go out into the 
fields and search for the treasure within 
each person.’’ 

In order to accomplish that task, 
catechists must first develop a keen self- 
awareness, she said. Reaching out to help 
others requires wholeness and_ health

SAN DIEGO — Whether they heard Pope John Paul 
II speak in San Francisco, New Orleans, Phoenix, Ariz., 
or San Antonio, Texas, they described experiencing the 
pontiff’s charisms in a personal way. 

Bishop Leo T. Maher and five lay diocesan 
representatives who attended meetings with the pope 
during his recent visits to U.S. cities gave reports at the 
Diocesan Pastoral Council (DPC) meeting held Sept. 26 
at Mission San Diego de Alcala. 

‘‘We believe our Holy Father strengthened and 
affirmed us,’’ said Susan Osuna, a member of the 
Digueno Luiseno tribe who heard the pope address 
Native Americans m Phoenix. 

“‘The pope captivated everyone ... . We felt a strong 
kinship with him,’’ said Gwen Plank, director of Catholic 
Community Services’ Refugee Resettlement Office. She 
attended the pontiff’s meeting with workers of Catholic 
Charities USA in San Antonio. 

Bishop Maher highlighted parts of the pope’s message 
to the U.S. bishops in Los Angeles. 

Some Catholics depart from the teachings of the church 
on sexual and conjugal morality, divorce and remarriage. 
Bishops should address the erroneous notion that dissent 
from the Catholic Church’s magisterium ‘‘poses no 
obstacle to the reception of the sacraments.”’ 

eBishops should support the American Catholic laity, 
‘*the largest number of educated faithful in the world,’’ in 
their efforts to influence American culture by producing 
works of art that reflect Gospel values. 

©The dignity of women is equal to that of men. Women 
are an essential part of the Gospel plan to spread the Good 
News of the Kingdom, but they are not called to the 
priesthood. 

Plank called the pope’s meeting with Catholic Charities 
workers a ‘‘dialogue.’’ First, representatives of the social 
service agencies explained their accomplishments to the

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Visit leaves happy memories 


And the memories linger on ... Even though the pope 
did not get to San Diego, he seemed to recognize the 
name when one of the youngsters identified herself as a 
San Diegan. 

San Diego has been most aptly described as being 
‘*South of Southern California,’’ but over 10,000 went on 
pilgrimage to see the Holy Father in that city ‘‘up 
North.’’ 

Except for the incompetent crowd control after the 
Mass Sept. 15 at the Los Angeles Memorial Coliseum, 
the San Diego contingent came back filled with happy 
memories. The reverence of the huge crowd, the beauty 
of the music and the majestic simplicity of the setting 
made a perfect setting for the pontiff himself. 

The charism of the man, himself! So calm, serene, self- 
possessed and radiating a sense of mystery, holiness and 
history, Pope John Paul II was the whole story, and his 
message was strictly Christ. 

Radiating Christ is the only way to sum up his talks. 
Even when he felt it necessaary to mildly scold some of the 
flock, he did it with the gentleness of a true shepherd. 

That he took a conservative course should surprise no 
one. It is the role of the office to conserve, preserve and 
hand down the teachings of Christ in all their 
wholesomeness. But the pope did not take so rigid and 
inflexible a course as to alienate any person of good will. 
He said and taught what was expected of a pope. 

The fact that he was so successful seems to be proven by 
the fact that neither extreme, right wing nor left, was 
satisfied totally by his remarks. He seemed to leave room 
for maneuvering, and no doubt the theologians will be 
going over his remarks with their own careful methods. 


His American speeches will probably soon be 
published, with and without commentary, and that 
should be interesting to watch and report. There should 
also be some beautiful ‘‘coffee table’’ books of pictures as 
well. 

The American media people should be given a great 
deal of praise at the way they handled the journey. It was 
covered so thoroughly by press, radio and television. I 
think our local TV channels — 8, 10 and 39 — deserve 
the finest of commendations over the way they covered 
the trip, especially here in the West, and the positive, 
even joyful attitude that they projected. 

Even the expected incidents in San Francisco were 
treated as the ‘‘freak shows’’ that they made of 
themselves. Neither the gays nor the feminists helped 
their own cause at all. And TV showed them making 
spectacles of themselves. 

The cost of the journey may have seemed excessive to 
some, but true, warm hospitality never comes cheap and 
never is cheap. For value received, the money ticket was a 
bargain, indeed. 

And so, the memories will linger on for a long, long 
time. Pope John Paul II and his joyful expression of the 
eternal message of Christ took our minds off of some 
pressing problems and gave us a moment of peace. For 
just a little while, we heard what’s right about the world 
we live in and a hint of how to make it a better world. 


Mission in pines needs help 


Memories take us back to many past experiences and 
places. And the lure of pleasant ones may yield to our 
returning to them. 

It’s interesting how the scent of pine arouses strong 
memories of times past. The smell wafted through the 
window, as I sat in a pew attending 12:30 p.m. Sunday 
Mass at Our Lady of the Pines ‘‘Mission’’ Church on 
Mount Laguna. 

I recalled the winters it used to be opened for Sunday 
Mass. We’d pack the kids in the station wagon, early, to 
spend a day playing in the snow. Enjoying the little things 
of life, we knew we ‘‘had it all,’’ as we caught that 12:30 
p.m. Mass at the little redwood, A-framed church in 
Laguna. 

Because this ‘‘mission’’ church, in an outlying area, 
has no resident priest, we have experienced Sunday 
worship presided over by a deacon; although usually a 
Mass is celebrated by the priest from Our Lady of Light 
in Descanso. At those times, it seemed there was 
something more open inside of me enabling the homilies 
to touch me, no matter where I was in my own spiritual 
journey. 

While Mass was going on side-by-side with the give- 
and-take of my very active memories, an announcement 
abruptly interrupted them with reality: 

‘Please be extra generous in your offerings. The needs 
of this church will have to be met, from now on, by those 
who use it. Our Lady of Light parishioners can no longer 
financially support another church. They feel they must 
now take care of their own, growing needs.”’ 

Conveying the news was Father Richard Houck, pastor 
of Our Lady of Light. He added, ‘‘The mission is in need 
of a new roof and repairs. Although no longer opened in 
the winter, utility bills and insurance premiums still have 
to be paid for the summer season, which lasts from May 
until the end of September. Donations of money or labor 
would be greatly appreciated, from visitors and 
vacationers who attend Mass here.’’ 

My first reaction to Father’s comments was a troubled 
one — could we possibly lose this lovely setting and 
Sunday Mass during summer if there is not enough

support? It’s a selfish fear, I’ll admit, since I’ve long used 
the mountains as a place to get away to. 

But chapels aren’t just always there; somebody has to 
build them. Father Houck later explained that the money 
to build this mission was donated by the Catholic Church 
Extension Society, and labor was donated by the Catholic 
families and military personnel of Mt. Laguna Air Force 
Base, about 1949 . 

Now that the base is closed, and the Catholic families 
have moved away, only tourists and campers (mostly 
from San Diego and Imperial Valley) are still being 
served at the mission. But it’s a real need since the nearest 
Catholic churches are in Descanso and in Julian, 18 and 
21 miles away respectively. 

This particular Sunday about 50 people attended, and 
it looked like maximum capacity. Mt. Laguna’s smartly 
uniformed volunteer information officer later commented 
to me, as we were helping her close windows, ‘“There 
were only five people here week before last.’’ 


At Mount Laguna, I’m reminded of all my past 
childhood summers, when camping in places like 
Sequoia, Yosemite, Big Bear, Green Valley Falls and 
Oak Creek Canyon meent shorts, no shoes, freedom from 
the usual day-to-day long, boring summer, swimming in 
snow-melted streams, hiking and come-as-you-are-to 
Mass at the cabin chapel on Sunday. 


Ah, the memories! I hope there will be more good times 
to remember at Our Lady of the Pines ‘‘Mission’’

Human Development grant helps poor improve their communities 


ALCALA PARK — The USS. 
bishops’ Campaign for Human 
Development (CHD) has granted the San 
Diego Organizing Project (SDOP) 
$25,000 to expand its efforts to empower 
people of poorer areas to improve the 
quality of life in their communities.

SAN DIEGO — Father James Mason

Ascension and Our Lady of the Sacred 
Heart churches on Oct. 4, said Catherine

This agency’s free services include 
pregnancy counseling, shelter homes and 
referrals for medical care, professional 
counseling and legal advice. It also 
provides mothers with maternity clothes, 
layettes and baby furniture, Ewers said.

The Respect Life Program is the main 
educational vehicle used by U.S. bishops 
for their ‘‘Pastoral Plan for Pro-Life 
Activities,’’ formulated in 1975. 


The goal of this plan is ‘‘to generate a 
greater respect for the life of all persons by 
focusing on the sanctity of human life.’ 


In reaffirming the pastoral plan, the 
bishops stated that ‘‘because all issues 
involving human life are interdependent, 
a society which destroys human life by 
abortion under the mantle of law 
unavoidably undermines respect for life 


in all other contexts. 


The Respect Life Program focuses on a 


- wide range of human life concerns: 


abortion, suicide, euthanasia, war, 
capital punishment and the rights of the 
aging, dying and of disabled persons. 


The program began as a week- or 
month-long celebration of human life, but 
has since expanded to a current year- 
round effort.

flowing from self-awareness, she said. ‘‘It 
means you have a good idea of how you 
come across to people, how. you. affect 
people, what it is liké to live with you.”’ 

Sister Ferder outlined three dimensions 
of self-awareness: 

¢Know you own feelings. 

eListen with all your senses. 

¢Be aware of your own body and how 
well you ‘‘tend to your own flesh.” 

Look at the way Jesus ‘‘tended flesh,”’ 
she pointed out. The message in the 
healing miracles is the care Jesus had for 
bodies. ‘‘Jesus made that caring more 
important than the Sabbath,’”’ she said. 
“We need to remember that today, 
especially when there seems to be such a 
retrogressive mode regarding rules and 
disciplines.’’ — = 

Citing the work of the famed 
psychoanalyst Carl Jung, Sister Ferder 
reminded her audience of four kinds of 
births in human life: physical birth, 
leaving home, the emergence of the 
deeper self and death. 

The third kind of birth takes place 
throughout adulthood, she said. 
Interiority, generativity and intimacy are 
the three signs that the emergence of the 
deeper self is taking place. 

She defined interiority as the capacity 
to reflect. Prayer provides the time and 
space to do that kind of reflection, she 
said. “‘It is the space within where we 
discover and treasure things.”’ 

Sister Ferder defined generativity as 
that “‘somthing within us that makes 


when they meet us.”’ 

Regarding intimacy, she said, ‘‘All of 
us are called to intimacy, not social and 
interpersonal isolation.”” The therapist 
pointed out that caring behavior 
manifests itself in self-disclosure. “‘It is 
better to speak out what you’re feeling 
rather than act it out or engage in hostile 
silence.’’ 


Self-esteem is another value that leads 
to self-gift, she continued. Early trauma 
can prevent the development of self- 
esteem. This trauma can be caused by an 
alcoholic parent, punitive parenting and a 
feeling of failure based on society’s 
preconceived notions of what constitutes 
beauty and success, she said. 


Religious educators must address these 
barriers to self-esteem in the lives of their 
students, Sister Ferder said. Children of 
alcoholics, for example, suffer from a 
lowered self-esteem because their parents 
cannot provide consistent reassurance of 
that child’s worth. Adult children of 
alcoholics feel responsible for others and 
often have difficulty dealing with conflict. 


Children who grow up in the midst of 
poverty or in a country lacking political 
stability tend to feel unsure of themselves, 
she said. Some children feel’ like failures 
because they can’t afford to wear designer 
clothes or because they perceive their 
physical appearance as defective in.some 
way.

Summer does not go gently in the 
movie industry, which is certainly 
understandable. 

It is, after all, golden harvest time for 
the studios, what with all those restless 
kids with deep pockets desperately in need

Attraction (R,0), the story of what 
happens when a decent but weak man 
meets a passionate and decidedly wacko 
woman. 


Michael Douglas plays a successful, 
happily married New York lawyer who 
chances to meet a publishing executive 
(Glen Close),’ a model of the 
contemporary woman, at least as 
envisioned by NOW. She has struggled, 
survived and prospered professionally. 
Personally she’s a modern American 
tragedy. At age 39 her biological clock is 
winding down and her only constant 
companion is loneliness. 


The lawyer surrenders to temptation 
and has what he thought would be the old 
one-night stand with the woman, then 
returns to wife and adorable daughter. 
But the woman wants‘ more. She wants 
everything, primarily everything the 
lawyer’s wife has — comfortable home, 
happy family and, of ‘course, the lawyer. 
Her campaign, at first merely irritating, 
soon becomes’a real problem, potentially 
a lethal problem. 


Director Adrian Lyne - masterfully 
builds and sustains suspense, building to 
a genuine stand-up-and-scream 
conclusion.

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intelligence and most welcome flashes of 
humor, and the payoff is incredibly 
chilling. 

(The U.S. Catholic Conference rates 
the film morally objectionable ‘‘because 
of its bloody violence, brutality, nudity in 
a sexual context and a muddled moral 
perspective.” 


And then there’s A Prayer for the 
Dying (R, A-3), which also has an adult 
theme but in most other aspects is pretty 
childish stuff. 

The story, derived from a novel by 
Jack Higgins, who deserves better 
treatment on screen, revolves around an 
Irish Republican Army assassin (Mickey 
Rourke) who suffers an attack of 
conscience when a school bus is blown up 
during one of his forays. 

The bomber, named.Martin Fallon, 
flees to London to wallow in guilt and, 
with a little luck perhaps, moves on to the 
United States. But he’s being relentlessly 
pursued by police and his former IRA 
cronies. And he’s broke. So he accepts an 
offer from a maniacal crime czar (Alan 
Bates), a contract killing. He can wrestle 
with his conscience later. 

He fulfills the contract, but pretty 
shabbily. There is an eyewitness, a priest 
(Bob Hoskins). Fallon’s employer wants 
the priest silenced. Fallon silences him by 
confessing his crime, knowing that the 
seal of confession is inviolable. The 
gangster isn’t so sure. 

So it comes down to Fallon and the 
priest — and the priest’s fetching, blind 
niece, who, being blind, can see the inner 
goodness of Fallon (cliches are rampant in 
this movie) — against the czar and his 
minions. 

A potentially good story is totally lost 
because of indecisive directing and 
uninspired acting, or overacting, as the 
case may be. 


For frothier fare there is the residue of 
summer or, in this case, the dregs, a 
sappy comedy titled The Pick-Up Artist 
(PG-13, A-3). 

The title character is a narcissistic jerk 
who spends countless hours preening 
before a mirror, practicing his line with 
women. In this case, practice hardly 
makes perfect. 

The current target of his lust is a young 
woman saddled with a drunken gambler 
of a father, deeply in debt to his bookie. 

If there’s a surprise about this movie — 
there certainly isn’t one on screen — it’s 
that Molly Ringwold, a very talented and 
endearing young actress, would put 
much of what she has earned in a series of 
movies with writer-director John Hughes, 
at risk in this terrible romantic-comedy.

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Consultant to assist in 
youth retreat programs

ALCALA PARK — The Office of 
Youth and Young Adult . Ministries 
(OYYAM) has retained the services of a 
retreat consultant to assist with retreat 
programming for diocesan youth. 

Susan Stark, 28, assumed the position 
in late August. She was previously youth 
minister at St. Mary Magdalene parish in 
Clairemont. 

Stark said her primary focus will be to 
assist parishes in planning or 
implementing Confirmation retreats as 
well as days or evenings of recollection for 
youth.

“‘T’m_ basically a resource person 
(available) to parishes for retreat work 
assistance. They can consult me for 
possibilities,’” she said, adding that-a 
number of other U.S. dioceses have 
consultants on their youth ministry staff. 

A graduate of the University of San 
Diego, Stark has some nine years of 
experience in youth ministry. She 
completed the, Youth Ministry 
Certification Program (YMCP) in 1982. 

In her new position, Stark will teach 
YMCP retreat workshops, develop a 
diocesan retreat resource team and 
update the Retreat Resource Handbook.

“It’s a great experience to watch what 
can happen to a young person’s faith by 
spending time with the Lord. Healing 
things can happen,”’ she said. 

As a youth minister at St. Mary 
Magdalene, Stark said she designed many 
retreats. ‘“There is no perfect outline for a 
retreat. You have to meet the needs of a 
particular youth group.”’ 

The design of a retreat will depend on 
what its focus is, she said, adding that a 
retreat should always be integrated into a 
specific program, such as sacramental 
preparation. 

However, all retreats should 
incorporate certain elements, she said. 
These include prayer, celebration, an 
opportunity for reconciliation, and 
development of a deeper understanding of 
the Catholic faith. 

“The community aspect is what’s most 
important for youth. Being together is 
what sticks with youth,’’ she said. ‘‘Issues 
should be raised in an environment where 
people feel free to talk about them.”’ 

Just as there is no perfect model for a 
retreat, the number of participants will 
depend on ‘‘group dynamics,”’ she said. 
Small groups of at least 20 persons is 
usually preferred, she added. _ 


Stark noted that post-retreat follow-up 
is important for youth. ‘‘Young people 
are excited after a weekend, so they need 
a place to channel their faith and energy 
... to share their enthusiasm.”’

A U.S. District Court awarded each of 
five pro-life picketers $11,800 on Sept. 23 
in a lawsuit filed against Womancare, a 
Hillcrest abortion clinic that placed them 
under citizen’s arrest two years ago. 

Following a six-day trial, each plaintiff 
was awarded $1,800 in compensatory 
damages and $10,000 in punitive 
damages. 

An attorney for Womancare stated he 
would appeal the case. 

Lloyd Tooks, the attorney for the 

Splaintiffs, said he didn’t ‘‘believe the 
appellate courts should. reverse the 
decision.”’ 

The picketers filed a civil rights suit in

Chula Vista, reported on -the pope’s 
meeting in San Francisco with lay 
Catholics. . 

She summarized the presentations of 
Donna Hanson, chairperson of the U.S. 
bishops’ National Advisory Council, and 
Patrick Hughes, director of Pastoral 
Ministry for the Archdiocese of San 
Francisco. 

Hanson characterized the American 
laity as ‘‘unique and unified’’ in its 
mission of service. The speaker told the 
Holy Father that ‘‘to question is a sign of 
love and maturity,’’ Balistriero said. 


Hughes referred to church officials © 


paying lower salaries to women than to 
men performing the same work as a sign 
of sexism. 


Asuno said Pope John Paul’s meeting 
with Native Americans in Phoenix at the 
conclusion of their annual Tekakwitha 
Conference was ‘‘spiritually and 
culturally rewarding.’’:

federal court against Womancare for false 
arrest and violation of their First 
Amendment rights. The suit, filed in 
August 1986, asked $3 million for each 
plaintiff. 

Womancare personnel had placed them 
under citizen’s arrest for demonstrating 
in front of the facility on Oct. 1, 1985, the 
day the clinic moved into its Sixth Avenue 
location, said Joan Patton, one of those 
arrested. She is past president of the 
Right to Life Council of San Diego 
County. 

At that time Deborah Fleming, 
Womancare’s executive director, told the 
Southern Cross that her office had obtained 
a temporary restraining order against 
pastor Dorman Owens and members of 
his Santee Bible Missionary Fellowship

(BMF), who had also demonstrated there. 
The order stated that picketers must 
remain across the street from the facility. 

“The injunction applies to anyone 
acting in concert with the defendant,’’ 
Fleming said. Those arrested ‘‘have been 
sharing information with Owens; this is 
acting in concert with him.’’ 


The case was dismissed six months 
later when a judge ruled that the 
injunction did not apply to the 
defendants, Patton said. She had testified 
in this hearing and in the trial that she 
had no connection with BMF. Judge Earl 
Gillian upheld this decision in the federal 
court, she added.

them,’’ Tooks said. ; 

Patton refuted Fleming’s statement 
published in The San Diego Union that in 
making the arrests, Womancare was 
protecting their clients’ rights. ‘‘They 
were not open for business that day,’’ she 
said. 


She believes that winning the lawsuit 
has far-reaching implications. ‘‘All First 
Amendment picketers’ rights are being 
upheld through this decision. It will make 
people look very seriously at the 
ramifications of a citizen’s arrest,’’ 
Patton said. 


She added that the ‘‘police officers, 
acting on behalf of Womancare, 
repeatedly testified during the trial that 
the picketers broke no laws.”’
